A.  A resolution in the matter of County Change of Zone 04087, requested by
Rudolf Strnot, to construct and operate a mini-storage facility on property
generally located on the southeast corner of 134th and “O” Streets (Highway

7) NEW BUSINESS:

A. A resolution in the matter of contributing County Keno funds, in an amount not
to exceed $27,000, to the State Fair Board under Legislative Resolution 209CA
for the first quarter of 2005.

security.  The agreement will be in effect from the date of execution and
continue until final payment is made unless terminated by either party upon 30
days written notice.  The County will contribute $25,000 for the 2004-2005
fiscal year.  (C-05-0168)

I. Authorization of Wells Fargo Bank, as trustee, to disburse and make payment
from the Lancaster County Limited Tax Building 2004 Construction Fund to Don
McKinney, Inc., in the amount of $23,259, for the Sheriff's garage.
